"I want to make a request 
of the people of Sierra Madre,” 
said Mary H. Helms, who has 
been engaged for the past week

The confidence Of bankers and 
investment houses in Sierra 
Madre’s future was emphatically 
expressed this week when it was 
announced at the meeting of City 
Council that the rsmalnlng $55,- 
000, of the $130,000 bond issue 
authorized In 1938 for water 
work improvements, had been 
purchased by William R Staats 
and Company, at a premium of 
$3,875. The succes.sful bid was 
three per cent over the market, 
and Indicates that financial ex¬ 
perts anticipate a rapid advance 
in the valuation of Sierra Madre 
property. 

The premium on the present 
.sale eclipses that on the first al¬ 
lotment of the same five per cent 
bonds, sold in October, 1928, to 
the Bank of Italy National Trust 
and Savings Association, for a 
premium of $2,313. 

The growing confidence In Sler- 
aa Madre may also be measured 
by con.'parison with the premium 
of $3,525 which the sale of $100,- 
000 Sierra Madre school bonds 
brought only last month from the 
Harris Trust and Savings Co., of 
Chicago. 

In connection with the sale City 
Clerk Green called attention to 
the fact that the city had saved 
about $5,500 In Interest by with¬ 
holding the second allotment from 
.sale until the funds were actually 
needed.

"The unfavorable developments 
of last fall did not affect indi¬ 
vidual Incomes to the extent that 
many had feared,” said President 
Hoover in a statement giving 
assurance of treasury surplus for 
both this fi.scal year and next.

After a number of conferences 
with Northeutt Ely, executive as¬ 
sistant to S^creUry Wilbur, rep¬ 
resentatives of eleven smaller 
municipalities adjacent to Los An¬ 
geles, agreed on a division of 
their six per cent of Boulder Dam 
power. The six per cent will be 
254,000,000 kilowatt hours a year. 
It was agreed that Los Angeles 
will generate the power, and 
power not contracted for or used 
by a smaller city will be taken 
by Los Angeles. Elach of the 
cities must give notice each year 
before May 10th. that it is ready 
to take its share.

In reply to yours of Feb. 12th, relative to the proposed installation of Ornamen¬ 
tal Lighting System on Central Ave. in Sierra Madre. 

We took this matter up with your Councilman Mr. Stewart sometime ago. Mr. 
Stewart advised us that it was the Councils’ intention to pave Central Ave., but not 
to install an ornamental lighting system at that time.

Mr. Sfewart 
also suggested that we make a complete lay-out and an estimatfe of the Job, which 
we proceeded to do, but were unable to finish for the reason that Mr. Stewart 
promised to get a committee together and investigate our lighting standards and 
equipment, and make a selection of the type that would be most suitable for that 
fnstallation. 

After waiting some time for this committee we called upon Mr. Stewart, and 
he advised us that the Council had decided to install the Marbelite Type Standards 
and Prizmolite Unit.s, thereby eliminating us and all other competitors from the Job. 

Now, Mr. Issacs, had the Committee made tholr investigation, and then come 
to the decision in favor of what ever type they proposed to Install we would 
naturally consider the action entirely satisfactory, but in as much as we were 
entirely ignored, we feel that this committee was rather ha.sty In making a definite 
decision without investigation, thereby denying the tax payers of Sierra Madre the 
benefit of competition. 

The lighting standards that we handle are known a.s the La Lux Lighting 
Standards, and they are made, a.s the name implies with cru.shed granate, with no 
sand or gravel being used in their manufacture. They are not only a handsome 
pole but very durable, and the prices are right. 

I am sorry that we were not able to be of service to you in this Instance, but 
if at some future time, you should become Interested in lighting some other street 
in Sierra Madre, we a.sk that you kindly investigate the La Lux line of Standards 
and Units as to their quality, appearance and price, before making your selection.
